GENERAL “WOLSELEY’S ADVANCE AGAIN 
RETARDED. 

Loxpox, Dec. 28.— Tho news from 
Egypt is not tho most satisfactory char- 
acter. It appears Lord Wolseley has 
decided to alandon the attempt to reach 
Shendy by the desert route from Korti, 
thus cutting off the great bend in the 
Nile. 

THE DIFFICULTIES OF THE WAY

The Sponge. 


To understand this subject you must 
have a sponge before you. You will see 
that it is of a brownish color, is soft and 
will absorb water very readily. It is 
made up of fine fibres which easily bend 
and are very elastic, or will spring back 
when pressed, and 1s pierced with many 
holesor pores Thess fishes are made of 
three different substances—silex, which 
is an earth of which flint is formed, lime 
and a horny substance, (horn is compos- 
ed of glue, phosphate of lime and albu- 
men). The home of the sponge is the 
ocean, but it grows to its greateat perfect- 
ion in the tropical waters. It originates 
from the mother sponge, and first ap- 
pears as a pear-shaped jelly-like body ab. 
out as large as a small pea. This is called 
& gemmule, from gemma, a bud ; it looks 
very much like adrop of the white of an 
egg, without head, feet, arms, eyes or 
ears. This young sponge floats about for 
three days; it moves by means of a 
lsrge number of fine threads, called cilia, 
which cover its body; these are whirled 
about rapidly. making quite a commotion 
in the water, and with the roundest part 
of the body toremost off the little thing 
goes, These cilia are not used to pro- 
duce motion wholly, but by them the 
food is drawn into the body. After about

This will be 
understood when it is remembered that 
the early Christian fathers found it Hurd 
to keep their flocks from joining in the 
Pagan ceremonies at times of good feel- 
ing and jollity, They therefore Wisely 
made their own ceremonies conform to 
the eamo occasion, so that if their people 
must celebrate, they could be celebrating 
Christian facts. Thus tho old Roman 
Saturnalia, a time o“ great merry m:king, 
to rpouk mildly, coming at this season of 
the year, the early fathers thought best 
to harmonize it with their Christmas fos- 
tivities, :

During the last ten years the custom 
of making presents during the holidays, 
been so abused, that thousands an- 
ticipate Christmas with beating hearts. 
Even these who dare not disobey the 
fashion speak of it as “one grand farce,” 
It is, however, to Paris that one should 
go, if he wishes to see the tyranny of the 
Ohristmas- box.“ 

The reien of the despot begins a week 
before the Now Year and lasts until the 
middle of January, Tho first attack 18 
made by the postman, who is closely 
followed by the water, wood and coal car- 
riers.

The gamin picks the gentleman's 
handkerchiet out of his pocket, in order 
that he may restore it and ask fora ‘‘ores- 
ent.” 

The porter of the house in which the 
gentleman has rooms must be /liberally 
feed, or during the year the lodger's let- 
ters will be lost, his friends will be told 
that he is not at home when he ia expect- 
ing them, and those whom he does not 
wish to see will be shown into his apart- 
ment, 

If he makes a social call, he must take 
& present for the lady of the house, and 
for the children, The ordinary present 
consists of a box of bonbons. Fashion 
requires that these should be bought of 
certain famous confectiqners, though just 
as good bonbons:may be purchased at a 
hundred shops, at a quarter of the price, 

These famous confectioners, inscribe 
their names on the pretty boxes and ie 
—which cost no trifle—so that the 1 y

Some of the ladies receive scores of 
such boxes or bags. A smile and a word 
of thanks reward the giver, and when he

The cider duck does not, Dr. Sundstrom 
of Stockholm, has ascertained, take her 
young during the summer into the ocean, 
as is so generally supposed, but remains 
with them among the islandson the coast.

Snailsin a state of captivity can, Dr. 
Rawitz of Berlin, has discovered, be ed 
on paper. Dr. Keasel confirms this fact 
by a statement based on his own observa- 
tions. He says that after feeding snails 
with highly calcareous paper for some 
time he found abnormal calcareous depos- 
its in their monstrously developed shells. 


It is maintained by Herr 8. Ralisher 
that no steps have established the devel - 
opment of electricity during the conver- 
sion of water into steam, and that even 
upon electrifiec surfaces the steam which 
arises is electrically neutral. He also 
states that it can be experimentally dem- 
monstrated that no el. ctricity results from 
the condensation of the vapor of the at- 
mosphere, 

A first study on the paraliax of the 
sun by M. Bouquet dela Grye has been 
submitted to the Academy of Sciences, 
Paris. This r is founded on the 
calculations made in Mexico by the au- 
tqor and M. F. Arago during the late 
transit of Venus. From the measure - 
ments then est er results a mean 
parallax of 8.76, with an apparent ap- 
proximations of one-hundreth of a se- 
cond. 

Professor Hellriegel has made special 
researches on the influence of heat and 
light upon the development of plants. 
At a constant temperature of 400 C. in 
the soil the roots of barley cannot devel- 
op themselyes. A constant temperature 
of 30° isnot destructive, but decidedly 
injurious. A constant temperature of 
20° is best adapted to the wants of the 
plants, but one of 108 is not distinctly in- 
jurlous. 

For the rapid preparation of standard 
solutions of carbon disulphide, M. A. 
Livache takes a solution of soap, with 
which he incorporates a certain quantity 
of pstroleam. In this solution he can 
dissolve on stirring more than 200 hun- 
dred grams of disulphide of carbon per 
liter for 150 grams of soap. The solution 
80 prepared, after water is added, remains 
perfectly limpid, the disulphide of carbon 
nob separating out. , 

It must be of importance to ders to 
learn that Mr H. K :ëchlin has published 
a new method of fixing-chromium oxide, 
founded on the proporty of alkaline solu- 
tions of chrome of giving up their oxide 
to organic fibres on being left in contact 
for some hours. Thus, if cotton is steep- 
ed ina mixture of two parts acetate of 
chrome at 16°, (Beaume,) two parts 
caustic soda at 398, and one part of water 
and after 12 hours’ immersion the cotton 
is washed, the mordanting is complete.

From the mode of life the half- wild 
bush horses of Australia lead, unaccus.- 
tomed to the hand of man, and not depend - 
ent upon him for food, they learn to 
look upon him with alarm and suspicion, 
and it requires some manceuvring to ap- 
proach them without creating a prema- 
ture panic.

retired life for the past 30 years, happy and 
contented to the last.

Atrocities Perpetratcd by him on tlhe 


altert Of Macedenin,' 

M. de Laveleye in the Pall Mall Ga- 
setts: In an article which this paper was 
good enongh to accept not very long 
since I suggéated, in the interests of hu- 
manity, that from time to time a separate 
sheet should be published contsitiog 
exact acconnis of the crimes and violence 
ised upon the unfortunate rayss of 
onia, and that a copy of this should 

be forwarded to all the members of every 
uro Parliament to excite general 
pity for this ill-used population. While 
awaiting the cxecation of this nroporal 
the editor of the Pail Mall Gazette kindly 
allows me to assert in his paper such facts 
as come to my knowledge. Of course, as 
my sources of informatioa are but limited, 
Tam not acquainted with more than one- 


tenth, perhaps not even with more than 
one-hundret t of the atrocitiés com- 
mitte on the Bulgariens of Macedonia, 


but 1 tell What I know. leaving others to 


add to the sad story. Here are a few re- 


cent facts: During the month of July 
last 1 five murders were committed by 
the Turks in the district of Velease (Kur, 
pouli, Macedonia), and at Bitolia (Monas- 
tire) sixty. Some of the most barbarous 
ofthese may be mentioned 

First—A band of eight men, headed by 
the bloodthirsty chief Feyzo of the vil- 
lage of Tchernilistcha (district of Prilep), 
set out for the village of Negiléwo, and in 
the mountains attacked three Bulgarian 
shepherds of from 50 to 60 years of age, 
whose names were Naydo Taszeff Tcher- 
enkewsky, Sowstcho Georgieff Teheren- 
kewsky, and Ohristo Newkewsky. They 
bound them, cut off their ears and noses, 
and then by order of Feyzo, tore the ehin 
off their legs, arms, and necks, calling 
out to them as they laid the veins bare to 
„bear witness before the prophet that 
we know how to shed Slav blood.” ‘Af, 
ter this their eyes were put out and they 
were cut to pieces. : 

Second— In the village of Podles, near 
to Valesse, lives a well-known assassin 
named Hamidaah. He acquired his 
farm (Tchislik), which, by the way, he 
forces the peasants to cultivate gratui 
tously, by violence. He met, the other 
day, a Voung Bulgarian, about 25 years 
of age, and asked for the loan of his horse. 
The ycung man informed him that the 
horse was just then at work in the enclo- 
sure. Enraged by this refusal, Hamidaah 
dealt the young fellow euch a blow on 
the hezd with his gun that it killed him 
on the epot. 

Third—A Turk found a cow belonging 

to the, herd of a Bulgarian straying in 
one (f his fields. Without more ado. he 
at.once fastened the man guarding them 
to a tree and put five balls through his 
body. 
Fourth—At Podles several Turks 
seized upon a woman whose husband was 
unfortunately in exile in Asia, They 
took her to their home, and most grossly 
ill-treated and assaulted her. She com- 
plained to the authorities at Welles, who 
refused to seek out the criminals, The 
unfortunate woman dares not return to 
her viliage, and is now at Welles,aupported 
by the ecclesiastical community: 

Fifth.—In the village of Vintchany the 
Turks took violent posséssion of a youre 

ve 

ing In the village. The latter treated 
hes 115 A violence and ordered 
the girl to embrace the Mohammedan re- 
ligion. The peasantry appealed foe 
10e,

to prison. The wretched girl was among 
the prisoners, and was heard. to call out 
in a voice quivering, with emotion and 
agony :—*' O God are we handed over 
to tyrants, or have we a king to protect 
us? Ihave been torn from my family 
and barbarously outraged, and no one 
says & word in my defence.” She was 
ultimately sent back to her home, but her 
assailants went unpunished. 
Sixth In the village of Nogilovo three 
Bulgarians were discovered massacred 
and their bodies most horribly mutilated. 
Their eyes were first put out, then their 
noses were cut off, then their hands and 
feet were amputated, and finally their 
arms were fastened behind them and 
their heads were cut Vee These three 
unhappy victims were the village priest, 
a peasant who had brought him . 
and a passer-by who happened to be on 
the spot at the time of the crime. 
Seventh—In the neighborhood of the 
village of Grasgo the body of an honest 
B was found cowardly assassinat- 


ed, and beside him lay his son grievously 


wounded. = 

Eighth—In one of the villages near Val- 
eine a meszenger, whose horse was walking 
behind him, was accosted by a Turk, who 
requested the lean of the horse. On the 
man’s refusal, the Turk struck him dead 
with a blow on the head. 

Ninth— In the villages of Nogayfzy and 
at Tcherivino, Bulgarians have recently 
been murdered by Turks, and in all thesa 
cases not the smallest effort is ever made 
to trace out and punish the guilty 
parties. 

These atrocities are revolting to us, but 
the saddest part of them is the reflection 
that they sre the necessary outcome of 
the situation created by Europe's inter- 
vention. Formerly it was to the interests 
of the Turks to treat the Bulgarians—who 
are the agricultural laborers—well ; but 
since Europe has promised a better Go- 
vernment and an autonomy based on the 
principle of the most numerous national- 
ity, the Mussulman's aim is to extermi- 
nate as many Christians as possible, so as 
to continue master himrelf. The Turks 
feel themselves menaced by danger, and 
they defend themselves by murdering and 
ruining those who would take their place. 
Europe ought not to have sanctioned the 
twenty-third article of the treaty of 
Berlin, promising guarantees to Mace- 
donia similar to those accorded to Rou- 
melia, if she can allow it at the present to 
remain a mere dead letter. England, 
who opposed complete freedom being

His antecedents are 
known to many merchants here, and it is 
stated he once was a rich, prosperous, 
and honorable resident of Obsid, but he 
is now destitute. Mahmoud attributes 
all his misfortunes to the-mahdi, and p- 
parently justly 20. The merchant at first 
believed in the divine mission of the 
black prophet. He was blessed with a 
young and lovely wife, whom Mohammed 
Achmed admired and took. This con- 
duct Mahmoud might have forgiven be- 
cause he was very rich, and could have 
purchased another spouse fram some of 
the Arab sheika, but theprophet also cast 
eyes on his wealth, and required him to 
turn it allinto the rebel treasury. Meligy 
expressed a willingness to contribute a 
portion, and tenderéd a sum, at the same 
time secreting the bulk of his money.

Eating an Orange Artistically.

The Great Wall of China. 


This stupendous wall, which extends 
across the northern boundary of the Chi- 
nese Empire, and forms the barrier be- 
tween China and Mongolia, is deservedly 
ranked among the grandest labours of 
art, and as one of the most remarkable 
of human structures, and is, perhaps, the 
most wonderful monument of human in: 
dustry ever exhibited to the world. It 
was built during the reign of Tsin-Shee- 
Hwang-Teo, the founder of the Tein dy- 
nasty. It was commenced two hundred 
and fourteen years before the Christian 
era, and finished in about ten years, se- 
veral millions of men working unremit- 
tingly in its construction. This wall is 
carried over the summits of high mount- 
ains,, some of which are a mile in height, 
across deep valleys, and over wide rivers, 
by means of arches,» In many parts it is 
doubled or trebled, to command impor- 
tant passes, and is built in the most sub- 
rtantial manner, especially toward its 
eastern extremity, where it extends by a 
massive levee into the sea, in which por- 
tion the workmen were required, under 
penalty of death, to fit the stones so ex- 
actly that even a nail could nowhere be 
inserted between the joints. In some 
parts, where less danger was apprehend- 
ed, it is not equally. strong, and toward 
the northwest consists of a wall two feet 
thick on each ride of the structure, the 
lower part of which is composed of hewn 
stone, and the upper part of brick, the 
intermediate space being filled with earth, 
forming a very firm rampart. 

The Chinese wallis fifteen hundred miles 
long, twenty-five feet high, and twenty 
feet thick at the top. Six horsemen can 
easily ride abreast on its summit. Towers 
are placed along its whole extent every 
one hundred yards, which was considered 
twice the distance an arrow could be shot, 
no that every part of the wall might be 
within reach of the archers stationed in 
the towers. These towers, or massive 
bastions, which are square, are forty-eight 
feet high and forty feet in width. The 
stone employed in the foundations, an- 
gles, and towers, is a strong, gray gran- 
ite, but the upper part di the wall is 
made of bluish bricks and a ‘remarkably 
pure and white mortar.

The language vsed inthe Houseof Com 
‘mons, save the Pall Mall Gaztte, ia ex- 
ceptionally English, and the small part 
that fe reign languages play in the con- 
struction of «ur ordinary speech is re 
markable. Owing ina great measure to 
ite monosyllabi> character the Saxon is 
extremely forcib'’ and impressive Both 
from his natural genius, and from bis 
long practice, Mr. Gladstone is undoubt 
edly the best orator in the House cf 
Commons. A careful anal) sie of the de- 
rivation of the language employed by Mr. 
Gladstone in his speeches gives the fol 
lowing results : Seventy per cent of the 
words Saxon, 13 per cent. Latin, and 13 
per cent French, the remaining 4 per 
cent. being composed of words derived 
from diff-rent sources, One fact is po- 
colier. With all his liking for Greek, 
and his well-known attainments in that 
language, his ussge of words derived 
from that source does not equal 1 per 
cent. Nven on topics involving an ap- 
peal to early history, such as the theo- 
logical side of the discussion on the Par- 
liamentary Oaths Bill, Mr, Gladstore’s 
language is scarcely more classical, as the 
figures in the Jat‘er inatance stood thus: 
Saxon, 72 per cent.; Latin, 15 per cen’.; 
French, 11 per cent.; other words, 2 per 
cent., of which Greek again forms less 
than 1 per cent. 

An analysis of the speeches of the 
leader of the Opposition shows that in 
his language there is a great similarity 
with the component parts of Mr. Glad. 
stone's. Sir Stafford Northcote’s speeches 
give the following results: Saxon. 70 per 
cent ; Latin, 16 per cent ; French, 11 
per cent.; other words, 3 per cent. 

Sir William Harcourt is a forcible 
speaker, and, when occasion requires, he 
is v ithout an equal in invective and sar- 
casm ; in general his speeches, both in 
atyle of delivery and subject matter, are 
much above the average of the House 
They show the following results: Saxon, 
77 per cent.; Latin, 15 per cent.; French, 
7 per cent.; other words, 1 par cent. 

Mr. Bright does not speak mu h now, 
and since his great speech on the Irish 
Land Act of 1881, which kept the House 
crowded until long past midnight, he has 
spoken comparatively seldom in Parlia- 
ment. There is no question as to his be- 
ing a great orator. Asa speaker he has 
always been regarded as an Englishman 
of the English; but, strange to say, an 
analysis of some of hislater speeches gives 
figures which vary but little from those 
of the other speakers already quoted. 
They stand thus: Saxon, 74 per cent. ; 
Latin, 12 per cent.; French, 10 per cent ; 
other words, 4 per cent. 

No one could possibly refer to che pro- 
minent speakers in the House without 
including Lord Randolph Churchill, for 
lately, upon all subjects, great and small, 
he has had a great deal to say. A speech 
of his on the franchise question gives the 
following results: Saxon, 72 per cent . 
Latin, 16 per cent.; French, 6 per cent.; 
Greek, 2 per cent.; other words, 4 per 
cent. ; 

Naturally the best speakers in the 
House are looked for among the occu- 
pants of the first two bencher, but below 
them are many good speakers, like Mr. 
Cowan and Mr. Morley, are to be found; 
and, whatever may be said for the opin- 
ions and tactios of the Irish party, it must 
be confessed that there are some very 
able speakers to be found in its ranks. 
From these few figures two facts are de- 
dueible— first, that the language of all 
the speakers quoted appoximates greatly 
to one standard; e we the 
greatest strength o guage is de- 
rived from the Saxon element, Taking 
the words derived from the French as be- 
ing originally Latin, it may be said that

‘A Substitute for Sardines. 


A Tribune ovrrespondent at Lubec, 
Mo., makes the announcement that the 
tardines imported from the Mediterranean 
are rapidly becoming a tradition. A sub- 
stitute’ has been found in small herrings 
which are caught on the coasta of Maine 
and New Brunswick. In 1876 the first 
canning factory was eatablished in Eaat- 
port, and since then eighteen other fac- 
tories have been ‘sti there, besides 
eight at Lubéo, three ab Joresport, two 
at Robinson, and one at each of 
dozen near by places. The business ex- 
tends from the middle of April to the 
middle of December of each year. In 
1877 there were packed 1,500 cases of 160 
cans each, whereas in 1883- there were 
sent to market 200, 000 cases. About five 
cents will cover the actual amount of con- 
verting the herrings into u lot of sardines 
Says the correspondent :. To catch the 
fish. ‘weirs are constructed, built of piles 
driven where the water is about twenty 
feet deep, and the spaces between inter- 
laced with rails and brush. An opening 
is left in the weir, through which the fish 
enter at high water, and ‘a deép seine 
closes this aperture when the weir is well 
filled. Before low water, tl e fa ierman, 
with a large scoop net, take the fish out 
of the weir into their b:ats. The fish 
are offered for sale by the hogsheadful to 
abe ut eeventy-fiye boatmen employed by 
the different factories. When there has 
been a large catch, the bidding is dull 
and the prices are low; but when only a 
few of the weirs have been replenished 
the cumpeting bidders become excited, 
and a looker-on is reminded cf a stock 
exchange. Early in 1877 one dollar per 
hogshead was thought to be a good price; 
but in the last year $30 has been paid. 
After the highest bidder has secured his 
stock, he starts his boat and hoists aasig- 
nal flag. to notify his employers that he 
is on his way to their Maton. 20 

Dexterous cutters—mostly boys and 
girls trim off the heads of the fish and 
draw the intestines with one movement 
of their knives The fish finally reaches the 
flaking-room well-washed and drained. 
„The flakes,” says the correspondent, 
“tare wire trays about two feet by three 
in size. The flaking is performed by 
women. The fish ara spread in a single 
layer on the flake to avoid contact’ while 
baking.

On the re- 
moval of these to the racks they are im- 
mediately replaced by other flakes of 
fresh fish. | . Boss 
From the racks men take the baked 
fish to the packing tables. where women 
atsort and pack them in tin boxes, from 
the smallest variety to the largest packed 
in an oval can and henceforth to be known 
as sea trout. When a tray of cans has 
been picked and covered with oil and the 
other ingredients used, it is handed to the 
header,“ who inserts the cover, and 
from him it is passed to the sealing-room, 
where the covers are soldered: . After 
soldering they are packed in u cooler and 
then placed under heavy pressure in a 
steam process kettle, The boxes are then 
each tapped at both ends, and through 
one hole hot oil is injected until it flows 
out of the other, when they are both 
quickly sealed, and put into a revolving 
cleaner and are rapidly whirled in saw- 


dust. They are then scrutinized by the 
tester. If by the pressure of his hands 


he perceives a leak, it goes to the leak 
mender and is again revolved in sawdust. 


Nothing remains now. bub to label and 
‘nail up in cases, when they are ready for 
Shipment to New York, and are thence 


soon distributed through all parts of the 
country. 


How They Saved the’ Bank. 

Many vears ago., in epnsequence of a 
commercial panic, there was a severe run 
on a bank in South Wales, and the small 
farmers jostled each other in crowds to 
draw out their money. Things were 
rapidly going from bad to worse, when 
the bank manager, in a fit of desperation, 
suddenly bethought him of an expedient. 
By his directions, a clerk, having heated 
some sovereigns im a frying-pan, paid 


them over the counter to an anxious ap- 


plicant. Why, they're quite hot,” said 
the latter, as he took them up. Of 
course,” was the reply; ‘‘what else 
could you sagen? They are only just 
out ot the mold. We are coming them 
by hundreds as fast as we can. 
“Coining them!“ thought the simple 
agriculturist. Then there is no fear of 
the money running short!” With this 
their confidence revived, the panic abat- 
ed, and the bank was enabled to weather 
the storm. 


Shaving by Wire.

EXPLOSION OF A BOILER IN A BHINGLE MILL. 


Reap, Jan. 24.— The news reached 
hero last night of a shocking accident

mill was blown to atoms by the explosion 
of a boiler, and two men were instantly 
killed and others seriously wounded.

The 
inhabitants wore terrihly frightened, 
and while at first they thought it was 
earthquake, it was not long before the 
truc cause of the unusual sound was 
made known. 
BLOWN TO ATOMS. 

The shingle mill is owned by Frank 
Brennan and he had four or five men 
engaged yesterday running full hlast. 
Patrick McQuillen had charge of the 
engine and during the morning had a 
good head of steam on. Just before 
closing down for dinner the boiler, which 
it is supposed was defective, exploded 
and the mill was blown to atoms. At 
the time of the accident McQuillen was 
going in the disection of the engine and 
ne mut his fate almost without a second’s 
warning. He was struck with a piece 
of boiler plate and blown with great 
force out of the building. He fell 
several feet away from the mill and 
when 

HIS MANGLED BODY 
was picked up, ho was unconscious. 
Robert Somers was arranging a circular 
saw when the explosion happened and 
he met a similar fate. “His leg was 
shattered and his body bruised. The 
doctors haye no hope of his recovery. 
Frank Brennan was slightly injured, 
and two other workmen escnped. 
THE VICTIMS, 

McQuillen, an Irishman, is a brother- 
in-law of Brennan’s, and is well known 
throughout this section. He was forty 
years of age, and leaves n wife and three 
children. Robort Somers has resided 
for years at Kingsford, and was only 
omployed temporarily at the mill.

The farmers of Holland are now ma- 
turing a plan for supplyirg London with 
milk, Four steamers are to be built, 
each of 720 tons, for the purpose of car- 
rying daily 100,000 litres’ of fresh Dutch 
milk from Amsterdam to Harwich, 
whence it will be transported in refriger- 
ator cars to its destination. The enter- 
prise will be iucorporated as the ‘‘Society 
Anonyme,” witha capital of 1,700,000 
guilders Its promoters urge that if only 
1 000,000 litres of milk shall be sold each 
day in London at 2} fence per litre, 
there would be a revenue of 412,500 
guilders per annum, or 24 per cent. upon 
the capital, I: is solemnly declared that 
the muk would always be dispatched 
from Holland without mixture of water, 
and that if it should be diluted afterwards 
the blame would rest solely upon the 
London dealers.

lows: 1. Tho expense ot iron 


armor adequate to rosist the over-in 


| ing power of artillery is simply mon- 


strous. 2. All fire from shipboard is 
known to be more or less inaccurate, and 


the chances of a ship being struck in a 


vital part are very small indeed. 3. But 
if the armor-plating of a ship's battery 
or turret be struck, and if it be not 
wholly impervious to the sholl striking it, 
the effect of the blow is enhanced, amd 
the shield actually becomes an insten- 
ment for rendering the blow more deadly 
to the gunners behind it. 4. A ship hes 
a certain tonnage displacement, accord- 
ing to which her weights have to be ar- 
ranged. Hence, every ounce of armor 
weight decreases the gun weight or coal 
weight that she can carry. 5. Iron-olad 
fighting ships are necessarily of such a 
prodigious size that to possess & namer- 
ous navy and to conduct a great nayal 
war on the principles that must be fol- 
lowed if we are to maintain a dominans 
position on the seas—that is, as a war of 
aggression—is a financial impossibility, 


6. Ib is almost certain that the bulk of 


the educated naval opinion of the present 


day favors the view that the skillful use 


of the ram will be the guiding objeob ia 
fature naval engagements, How, a mo- 
dern iron-clad is about as handy an in- 
strument for uso in ramming manoeu ve 
as—well, let us say an old cow at apump. 
7. Next to the ram the torpedo, or ter- 
podo vessel, is probably the moat efficiens 
naval-fighting weapon. Batan enormous 
iron-clad is singularly open to attacks 
from torpedoes, and its size gives it mo 
particolar advantage in directing sach at- 
tacks. 8. The great size, draught, and 
cost of iron-clads inevitably tend to vo- 
duce the feeling which should be upper- 
most in any captain's mind, that he dan 
go anywhere and do anything” with his 
ship. In fact, it renders them cautious 
a deadly quality for naval minds, What, 
then, should we substitute for these 
gigantic armored Hoating machines?! Te 
us it appears that the type of first-class 
fighting ship which most nearly meets 
the requirements of the day is as follows: 
An unarmored corvette without sails, 
of two thousand to four thousand tons 
displacement, possossing good sea quall- 
ties, an armament of maximum weight 
and power, an underwater steel protectang 
deck, great capacity of o2al stowage 
handiness, facilities for ramming a 
torpedoing, and as much speed as can be 
given her. Such vessels would coat com - 
paratively small sums, and we could 
maintain many squadrons of them.

on bread and water ; and that, because of 
this, and the abtence of all the hot, stim- 
wiating articles, solid or fluid, indulged in 
by their owners, then regular and mod- 
erate diet of uncooked food, and their gu- 
periorhygiene in certain essential mat- 
tern, iad Boats are saved, in great mea- 
saute, from becoming fat, sick, mean, 
wheezy, or dyspeptic, like their masters

NON-VENTILATION, 


One of the principal causes of disease 
among horses as among human beings is 
faul ae In large stables this cause op- 
erates effectually, for seldom is there any” 

arrangement for ventilating, least of 

all, any efficient means for maintaining 
even an approximately pure atmosphere. 
On the contrary, every precaution is 
taken, in most stablcs, to prevent the en- 
fwance of fresh air, without which the 
vitiated air must remain unchanged, 
loaded, as it is, with the foul emanations 
‘from the urine soaked a from the 
and bodies of the ani imprison- 
Ae lere, as nowhere else, is Il 
lustrated that most stupid of all econo- 
mies, viz. : the ‘‘ saving of foul air for the 
sake of its warmth.” This is largely due 
to the overestimate of the necessity of 
the temperature of the stable at 


abs point. Unquestionably horses 


* 


would eat more, would need more food, 
if the stable were kept supplied with 
fresh air. if, in ec nie quence, the temper - 
ature should aversge several degrees 
colder ; but he isa mean man who would 
cheat his horzes cut of the ‘‘breath of 
life“ for the sake of a little raving in bay 
and grain. Living themselves in air- 
tight apartments, and, often enovgh, in- 
nocent of all knowledge of the necessity 
fora constant changing of the air in their 
own homes, stable keepers are, cf course, 
guiltless of all blame in the matter refer- 
red to. They know that the warmer the 
animals sre kept, by means o* cloge atables 
and blankets, the leas food they require, 
and, unaware of the pernicious influence 
exerted upon the general health of the 
animals, this settles the question. With 
good ventilation, however much the tem- 
rature of the air might be lowered, the 
orses would more than compensate for 
the extra feed, in improved digestion, 
vigor, and general health. 


Horse Bobbing. 


Henry Bergh, of New York, president 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Ansmals, has published a let- 
ter strorgly condemning the cruel fashion 
of bobbing horses’ tails, He writes: 

The cruel fashion of *‘bobbing” horses’ 
tails is being revived. It was a fashion- 
able craze about à generation ago, and 
was not. entirely stopped until our so- 
ciety succeeded in getting stringent laws 
enacted against cruelty to animals. 

The ‘‘bobbing” is mainly done by the 
wealthy people of course, They think 
that it makes their horses Icok more 
stylish, and to satisfy this caprice, God's 
noblest animal is made to suffer the most 
barbarous cruelty that devilish ingenuity 
can devise, Of late the oflicers of this 
society have noticed a great many horses 
with **bobbed” tails, and they were near- 
ly all of them in fashionable turnouts. 

The men who perform thesecruel acts 
are blacksmiths Or horse doctors. The 
animal is taken into a blackemith shop or 
out of the way place Jate at night or carly 
in the morning. While one or two men 
stand guard outside, the docrs are barred 
and the horse is securely tied by tho legs 
80 as to eas kicking. Its tail is then 
tied to the loft or ceeling anda space of 
about an inch isshaved at adistanceofabout 
e ven inches fromthehorse’sbody. Aknife 
is placed on this epot by the so-called vet - 
erimary surgeon, and another man strikes 
the knife two or three blows with a wal- 
let, driving it through the flesh and the 
bone until the tail is sovered. 

The suffering of the horse is excruciat- 
ing, its groans almost suggesting human 
agony. An iron, heated to white heat, is 
passed over the severed end so as to stop 
the future flow of blood, andan iron ring, 
red hot, is used to cauterize the flesh to 
the extent of half an inch from the ex- 
tremity of the horse's tail. This is done 
to prevent the flesh from growing over 
the end of the tail, for the cauterized 
bone is crisp and haraand might disease 
the fleah. 

Disease and death often follow this 
cruel treatment, because the men who 
perpetrate it are quack veterinarysurgeons 
and blacksmiths, who are as ignorant of 
the anatomy of a horse as they are cruel: 
These men work very secretly, and, 
though we have breken up several places 
where they practised their cruelty, we 
were unable to catch the fiends at work. 
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Superfluons Girls. 


Notice was given afew weeks ago of 
twenty vacancies in the London post- 
oftice, says The Lendon Globe,” that 
were to be filled with women, and women 
desiring the places were summoned to 
undergo a competitive examination in 
arithmetic, handwriting. and dictation. 
The result was that ad many as fourteen 
hundred wemen preecnted themselves for 
the ordeal. A few monthsearlier five 
hundred girls, of ages ranging from 18 to 
20, underwent a similar examination for a 
similar number of vacancies. 

Here we have a total of nineteen hun- 
dred women on one hand, and not above 
forty places on the other. That is to gay, 
1,860 of these applicants were super- 
fluous. The matter becomes more com- 
plicated the further it is examined, since 
the girls already employed as clerks ne 
cessarily displace an almcst equal number 
of young men. a 

Now, what is to be done about it! It 
is one of the sccial problems that are des- 
tined to baffle mankind for all time. Is 
the superflucus girl, hke the poor, to be 
always with us? To answer in the af- 
firmative is to take issue with ono of the 
gr-atest philosophers, for ho has written 
chat Nature makes no mistakes. And 
yet everything that is necessarily super - 
fluous is a bad mistake. 

But it is by no means certain that each 
one of these 1,860 girls who failed to se- 
cure poritions in the London poste ſſice 
were so many suverfluitices, They were 
not needed in that particular field of ef- 
fort. But, were they not needed some- 
where ? 

The chances are that, as the 1.860 dis- 
appointed ones walked. out of the post- 
office, tearing thelr hair and gnashing 
their teeth, 1,860 citizens of London were 
engaged in similar painful exercises be- 
cause of their inability to obtain cooks 
equal to making bread, or parlor maids 
equal to dusting without breaking the 
china that came over with the conqueror, 
or governesses that understand the fine 
art,of bending the twig without deform- 
ing it. 


The Largest Room in the World. 


‘The largest room in the world under 
one roof and unbroken by pillars is at 
St. Petersburg. It is 620 feetlong by 150 
in breadth. By daylight it is used for 
military displays, and a battalion can 
completely maneuver in it. Twenty 
thousand wax tapers are required to light 
it. The roof of the structure is a single 
arch of iron, and it exhibits remarkable 
engineering skill in the architect.

The lumbermen of Minnesota Intend 
to greatly reduce the cut this winter, 
because, they say, they can buy logs 
cheaper than they can cut them.

The prehistoric people of 
whose existence they are the only remain- 
ing ovidence must have been numerous. 


The sea coast of California has been vis- 
ited this season by several varieties of 
birds which have never before been 
known to leave the mountains. This has 
genorally been supposed to indicate a 
severe winter, but, according to science, 
the migration is more probably due tothe 
prevailing scarcity of all kinds of seeds in 
the mountains this season, 


The camphor laurel, a native of China, 
and the tree from which most of the 
camphor of commerce is obtained, seems 
to have been introduced successfully into 
Calitornia, one tree in Sacramento having 
attained a height of thirty feet. The 
wood of which smells strongly of cam- 
phor, is light and durable, not liable to 
injury from insects, and much favored by 
cabinetmakers. 


In Texarkana, Ark., a few days ago a 
man was literally smoked to death. He 
was a little under the influence of liquor, 
and upon returning home found the door 
locked, when he attempted to crawl Into 
the flue, head down. The flue being of 
an irregular width, the man stuck fast 
before he descended far, and was held 
until relleved by death, which was caused 
by the smoke from a small fire on the 
hearth. 


Alhama de Granada, recently destroyed 
by an earthquake, possessed the most 
romantic situation and the most romantic 
history of any town in Spain. It stood 
high upon the verge of a gigantic. cleft in 
the mountains, the result of volcanic 
action. From its position it was justly 
regarded by the Moors as the key of their 
kingdom of Granada, and when captured 
in 148% by the forces of Ferdinand and 
Isabella; the Alhambra was felt to be 
foredoomed. It was that event which 
gave origin to the mournful ballad, 
Muy Doloroso, translated by Lord 
Byron, with the sad refrain at the close of 
each stanza, ‘* Woe is me, Alhama !“

camel, and I thought it would be my last 


It was to go to our camp that I got cross- 
leggged upon an Arab saddle, insecurély 
fastened by strings, upon the back of a 
great, iumbering, hump-backed brute. 
I no sooner attempted to take my place 
on the saddle, than the camel, which was 
lying prone, into which position he had 
been forced, began grunting like an old 
village pump violently worked. At the 
same time he turned his prehensile lips 
aside, grinning like a bull dog, and show- 
ing a grinning row of teeth, which he 
sought to close upon me. I got aboard 
without accident, and had not long to 
wait for a rise. 

The first movement, as ho lifted bis 
forelegs, nearly sent me over backward ; 
the next, as he atraightencd his hind legs, 
still more nearly tipped me over his head. 
I had been warned to hold tight, but it 
was only the clutch of desperation that 
saved me. After seve lunges and 
plunges, the brute got fairly on his legs. 

The reins consisted of a rope round his 
neck for steering, and a string fastened to 
a ring thrust through his nostrils, to pull 
up his head, and stop him when going too 
fast. My camel began to move forward, 
and thereupon I oscillated and see-sawed 
as if seized with sea-sickness or cramp in 
the stomach.

The Telephone in Russia. 


The most remarkable experiment in 
telephony’ yet attempted was recontly 
carried into effect in Russin, where a con- 
versation was carried on between St. 
Petersburg and Bologm, a distance of 
two thousand four hundred and sixty-five 
miles. The Blake transmitting and Bell 
receiving instruments were used, and con- 
versation was kept up notwithstanding a 
rather high induction. The experiments 
were carried on during the night, when 
the telegraph lines were not at work. 
The Russian engineers of this company 
are so confident of further success that 
they hope shortly to be able to converse 
with ease at the distance of four thousand 
six hundred and sixty five miles ; but to 
accomplish this astonishing feat, they 
must combine all the conditions favorable 
for the transmission of telephonic sounds. 
If it is found possible to hold audible 
conversation at such extraordinary dis- 
tances, it is possible that this fact will be 
speedily improved upon, ‘and we shall be 
enabled to converse ‘freely between Lon- 
don and New York, and by- and-by be- 
tween London and the antipodes. 
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Simplicity of Political Life in 
Switzerland. 

As an example of simplicity of political 

life and manners, I found the Mayr of a 

populous Swiss rural commune, who was 


‘also o member of the Cantonal Farlia- 


ment, and while in office the responsible 
custodian of the communial maps and 
registers, cutting his hay at four o'clock 
in the morning, while his wifa and 
children tossed and spread it; the follow- 
ing Sunday he presided with dignity at 
the ballot in the national church, onthe 
occasion of a plebiscite on some financial 
measure which required the aasent of the 
majority of voters in the canton. After 
dinner, whero he showed himself a 
courteous and agreeable companion, he 
doffed his Sunday and official clothes, and 
in his blouse—carrying a heavy load of 


goods on his back, went up to his 


mountain farm, 4000 feet above his resi- 
dence, to milk his ten cows and prepare 
for making cheese the next morning. 
The Peasant Parlizments“ of the Swiss 
Republics are largely composed of such 
men, whose qualifications to be legislators 
consist, not in rank, wealth, or book 
learning, butin their intimate acquaint- 
ance with the circum:stances and wants of 
their fellow-citizens, among whom they 
live as equals. The resulb, so far as may 
be judged by the people’s contentment 
with their laws, is satisfactory.—[Mac- 
millan’s 1

SCIENTIFIC. 


At a meeting of the Academy of Bei- 
ences, Stockholm, Prof. Lundstrom ex- 
hibited a fozsil scorpion recently found 
near Wisby, in the Silurian formation of 
Gotland, and remarkable as the most 
ancient of an air-breathing land animal 
at present discovered. 


A parasite known as ‘ Hoteredora 
echachtio” has made its appearance in 
France, greatly injuring the beet root, 
To this parasite, N. Aime Girard think, 
is largely due the partial failure of this 
this year's beetroot crop, which showed a 
deficit of 20 per cent. in the woight of the 
the roots, besides a decreaso in the yield 
of saccharine, in some of the northern 
districts, amounting to 12 or 14 per cent. 


If, says M. Scheurer-Kestner, a mix- 
ture of two parts calcium sulphate and 
one part ferric: acid is ignited to strorg 
redness all the sulphur of the mixture ia 
expelled. Thero remains a melted mass, 
soluble even in weak acids with insolu- 
ble ferric oxide. The result is similar 
with other diatomic metals, The sulphur 
is given off at first in the state of aul- 
phuric anhydride, but afterward as aul- 
phurous acid and oxygen. ! 


M. Cochery, the French Minister of 
Postal Telegraphy, bas ordered that the 
recently completed pneumatic system of 
Paris be employed to convey ordinary 
letters to the several railway stations after 
the closing hours of the different post 
offices. An extra charge of three deniers 
a letter is required for this additional 
service. It is expected that the pnev- 
matic tubes will be still farther utilized 
at an early day by the post office. 


Ata recent meeting of the Chemical 
and Vhysical Society; London, there was 
exhibited a collection of the various salts 
obtained in the extraction of cobalt and 
nickel from the manganiferous ores of 
New-Oaledonia. These ores, containing 
the metals in the form of oxides, are 
extensively distributed over the island, 
and are also to be found on the continent 
of Australia. The smount of nickle and 
cobalt in various samples ranges from 1 
up to 10 per cent. 


It is reported that ata recent mesting 
of the South Wales institute of Engineers 
Mr. A Steer read an instructive paper on 
miner's safety lamps. He said tha: the 
Davy, Clanny, Mueseler, Marsaut, and 
various other lamps, when snbjected to 
the apparatus for tesiing at different 
velocities, caused explosions in little 
more than five seconds, bub that the 
Morgan lamp, although placed in every 
conceivable position in relation to the 
apparatus, withstood the ordeal perfectly. 

The wonder is not that most residences 
in large cities are unhealthy, but that 
they are at all habitablo. Generally the 
city house is immediately ne a 
pipe of no great dimensions with drains 
of sowage miles in length and flowing un- 
der strect after strect. The conditions 
also are such that very frequently poison- 
ors gases find a ready entrauce to the 
kitchen, the bedrooms, and the living 
rooms. There can be no healthy houses 
unless the conservancy and drainage sya- 
tems are placed entirely outside the main 
walls. 


Mr. Russell W. Moore. of the John O. 
Green School of Science, Princeton, N. J., 
in a note on certain methods for detecting 
foreign fats in butter, says: If a process 
should ever be devised to render cocoannt 
oil completely inodorous (and it should be 
extensively used as an adulterant of but- 
ter) it would bo seen that the Koettatorfer 
procers would be utterly worthless as a 
test, and the Hehner of scircely greater 
value. ‘Thus entire reliance would have 
to be placad on the method of Reichert. 


Taking all the facts into consideration, 
it appears clear to Mr. H. C. Sorby that 
all the bright and beautiful tints of leaves 
in Autumn are merely the eaarlier stages 
of decomposition, and are due to the more 
or less considerable triumph: of chemical 
forces over the weakened or destroyed 
vitality of the living plant. He adds 
that one cannotbut feel that this is a very 
unpoetically way in which te regard the 
magnificent tints of a fine Autumnal land 
scape, but it not less true ‘than that the 
colored clouds of evening mark the de- 
parting day. ‘ 

So very few articles of iron of unques- 
tionable antiquity have been discovered 
among the remains of ancienb Egyptian 
art, while objects of bronze have 
brought to light in abundance, that many 
have doub ed whether iron had been in- 
troduced into Egypt before the time of 
the Ptolemies. But it is very certain 
that other and neighboring peoples, who 
never reached so high a stage of civiliza- 
tion as the Ezyptiaus, knew well the 
manufacture and uses of iron, and it is 
scarcely possible thatthe builders of the 
monumental works of Old t should 
have neglected sousefula metal, Besides 
thore are chemical reasons why the iron 
remains are so few and the bronza relics 
80 many. Yet it would seem that the 
ancient Egyptians had a marked prefer- 
ence for bronze weapons, implementa, 
and ornaments. ; 


Novel Means of Detecting Crimi- 
nals.

under Government, and deservedly trust 
ed by it) of the gradual estrangement 
which bas come about within their reco] 
lection between themselves and the Eng 
lish in India, is most instructive In the 
days, they say, of their youth, 30 and 40 
years ago, though there were always 
among the company's officers men who 
from their abuse of power wero disliked 
and justly feared, the general feeling of 
natives toward the English civilian was 
one of respect and even of affection. The 
Indian character is affectionate, enthusi- 
astic, and inclined to hero worship ; and 
the English in early days, from their 
superior knowledge and strength of char- 
acter, exercised no little fascination on 
the native mind. Nearly all of the older 
men talk with reverence and esteem of 
certain teachers who instructed them in 
youth, and ot certain early patrons to 
whom they owed their success in after 
life ; and they willingly acknowledge the 
influence exercited over themselves and 
their generation by such individual ex 
ample. The English official of that day, 
they affirm, had more power than now, 
but he exercised it with a greater sense of 
responsibility, and so of honor in its dis- 
charge. He took pains to know the peo- 
le; and, in fact, he knew them well. 
xcept in the very highest ranks of the 
service he was readily accessible. He 
lived to a great extent among the people, 
and according to the customs of the peo- 
ple. He did not disdain to make friends 
with those of the better class, and oo- 
casionally he married among them, or at 
least contracted semi-matrimonial relations 
with the women of the land. This may 
have had ill consequences in other ways, 
but it broke down the hedge of caste pre- 
judice between East and West, and gavo

of that day looked upon India not unfre- 
quently as his second home, and 
the evil with the good, treated it as such.

Traveling was tedious and 
expensive, the mails few and far between, 
and many a retired officer had at the end 
of his service become so wedded to the 
land of his adoption that he ended his

Nature's Zoo. 


The country of the Upper Nile was, 
ar excellence, the wonderland of the 
man World, as it is still the grandest 
out-door museum of natural curiosities. 
Zoologically there is no more densely 
populated country. All the wild beasts 
and birds, made homeless by the devasta- 
tion of Northern Africa, seem to have 
taken refyge in the Nubian highlands. 
In the terrace-land of the Nubian and 
Abyssinian Alps there roam herds of ele- 
phants, wild goats, wild sheep, and four 
teen or fifteen different species of ante- 
lopes. Further below the hippopotamus 
and white rhinovergis haunt the river 
swamps, Prof. Blanford enumerates 290 
species of waterbirds. With these harm- 
less settlers lees desirable guests. have 
crowded in, the spotted hyena, the jackal, 
the black and yellow lion, four species of 
smaller cats, wild dogs, and, above all, 
the cynocephalus, the wily and mischiev- 
ous baboon.

Steel Plates for the Forth Bridge. 


It is a pretty sight to seo ship-plates or 
plates for bridges rolled. Let us look for 
an instant at the three high’ rolls en - 
gaged in rolling a plate for the Forth 

ge. A little detachment is laid on to 
deal with a plate weighing some two tons 
and two hundredweigit. The great 
maas of i is ay 5 to the 8 
necessary for rolling in a furnace in the 
immense building devoted at Landore to 
rolling and hammering purposes. At the 
proper moment the furnace is opened, and 
the luminous mass is dragged from its 
burning bed on toa light but sufficiently 
strong truck, and pushed qnickly toward 

rolling mills. An ingot or bloom 
of the great weight specitied is not easy 
to move, and it is amusing to see the 
skill with which it is dealt. Wheeled at 
a white heat up to the “rolls,” the mass 
is at first, as it wert, reluctantly accepted, 
and basses into their jaws with difficulty, 
Then it becomes by degrees flatter and 
flatter, until it seems that it may become 
a plate. Backward and forward, spurt- 
ing out flames at the jaws of the rolling- 
mill close upon it, the great mass of ia- 
candescent steel is kneaded as though it 
were dough, and flattened to the required 
size. As the fiery sheet pours out of the 
rolls, boys run beside it with brooms 
sosked in water to wash off the oxidized 
skin of the metal, and thus leave a clean 


be- | surface. While this is going on at one 
get of rolls, others are turning out plates | 


and girdles, angles and rods, and the iron 
floor on which we stand becomes so hot 
that we are glad to move into a pool of 
water to cool our burning soles. One by 


one the great plates are rolled and out on 


the floor, In the course of rolling they 
have become atretched a little, at the 
sides, so that they have the look as they 
lie red-hot on the ground, of the skins of 
mighty beasts recently torn from them 
and flung down by the hunters, S arlet 
and crimson in every shade, they are cut 
by a machine, which makes nothing of 
their weight and thickness, into the exact

USEFUL RECIPES. 
Borrerxvur Pix.—Three teacups of 
sweet milk, one teacup of sweet cream, 
three well-beaten eggs, a ocffee cup of 
butternut meats, and sugar and spice to 
taste. Bake with one crust. 


Bread Savce.—Pour half a pint of 
boiling milk on a teaspoonful of fine 
breadcrumbs and a small onion, stuck 
with three or four cloves, a small blade of 
mace, a few peppercorns and salt to 
taste. Let the sauce simmer five min- 
utes, adda small pat of fresh butter, and 
at the time of serving remove the onion 
and mace, 


Ham PioklIE.—One of the best pickles 
for ham and shoulders is made as follows: 
—Six gallons of water, six pounds of salt, 
three ounces of saltpetre, four pounds of 
coarse brown sugar and one pint of mo- 
lasses. Rub the hams or shoulders two 
or three times with salt, then put in this 
pickle and leave six weeks, when they 
will be ready to put into the smoke 
house. 

Eads and Toasr.—Put a quart of milk 
(more if your family is large) on the back 
of the stove to heat. When boiling hot, 
drop in eggs, the same as you would 

them in water. Use care not to 

urn the milk. Toast some thin slices of 

bread; butter and place on a platter. 

When the eggs are done, place one on 

each piece of toast, season the milk and
